The r-port of the governor s 
rommissiou recommending an amend­ 
ment to the constitution 
seems 
to 
have raised an unexpected opposition. 
It was thought that the taxpayers of 
Ohio fully recognized the need of a 
change in our system of taxation. The 
present system has been so frequently 
and --o severely condemned, both pub- 
th* | licly and privately, that it was natur­ 
ally assumed that the unjust, inequit­ 
able and iniquitous features of the 
system were understood by all. 
The arraignment of the system in 
the report of the commission would 
seem to be sufficiently severe and well 
founded to convince 
any thoughtful 
man of tlie necessity for a change. 
And yet conscientious 
citizens 
are 
still heard to a.-k, what is the m atter 
with our present system 
and 
why 
should there he any change in the con- 
stitution? it is argued that the pres 
ent constitutional system of taxation 
is all right if only the statutes were 
property 
framed 
aud 
iGuperiy 
en­ 
forced. 
Unfortunately, some of 
the advo 
cates of the proposed constitutional 
amendment seem to admit that the 
change is demanded 
by expediency 
rather than by principle. 
The truth 
however, that iu this m atter of 
taxation expediency only 
reinforces 
and supports the argument from prin 
ciple. 
The fundamental principles of 
taxation, of justice and equality, de­ 
mand that the constitution be amend­ 
ed and every argument Lora expedi­ 
ency reinforces that demand. 
The advocates of the amendment 
should not permit themselves to be 
put in the position of even seeming 
to make a compromise with injufttica 
While it is true that miuor improve­ 
ments might he made iu tbe present 
system 
without 
any 
coniUtulior.aJ 
amendment, as pointed 
out 
by tho 
commission, it is equally trcft that bo 
mere statutory otaangea wai ever rea­ 
der the pr-sont fy3tem sat! ¿factory or 
give it even an approach to Juttlra 
and equality. 
Failure would be t’co 
result in the future, as it has been la 
the past, and for the srane reason, to- 
cause the system of taxation embodied 
in the constitution is 
‘undaraeBtnl.y 
unsound.

should be amended, ii not rspealec,, 
because it violates the fundam ents 
principles of economic:» and of gov­ 
ernment. 
The two great fundamental princi­ 
ples of taxation are derived from th- 
very nature of government aud are 
these, that taxation should be for gov­ 
ernmental purposes only and that th® 
burdens 
of 
government 
should 
he 
equitably and justly apportioned to 
the citizens in proportion to their abil­ 
ity to contribute to the support of the 
gove rum-nt. 
Section Li of article Xll of th** con­ 
stitution of Ohio was an attempt by 
the framers of

formulate a rule of equality and was 
based on the then g-nerally prevalent 
theory Hint the ability of 
a person, 
partnership or corporation, to pay 
taxes was measured by the amount of

Tax legislation In Ohio since the

the attem pt to enforce the constitu- 
L »ricj.1 rule and the- other the effort fo 
escape the deadening effect of that 
rule. 
And it can be safely asserted 
w fhout fear of successful contradic­ 
tion. that, every rea1 udianc- made 
by this state in th»* m atter of taxation 
has marked a new and necessary d-*- 
arture from tlie constitutional rule 
s understood by its framers and con- 
temporary expounders, and everv at- 
mpt to put into operation the con­ 
stitutional rule has resulted in a fail- 
ure. 
In order to make progress possible 
and to enable the legislature to ad­ 
just the system of taxation to the 
changing 
industrial 
conditions 
and 
conform it 
to advancing economic 
thought, it 1 as been necessary for the 
supreme court to find ever new inter­ 
pretations of the constitution. 
In a 
word, progre 
has been possible only 
by evasion of the constitutional rule. 
Had the general assembly of half a 
century ago passed some of our more 
r-cent tax laws, ther»- can be no doubt 
that the supreme court of that, titue 
would have declared the acts uncon­ 
stitutional. although the constitution 
was the same then as now. 
While it is true that these various 
evasions and 
forced 
interpretations 
have enabled us to make some im­ 
provements in our tax system, it is 
equally true that all these evasions 
combined have not made it possible 
to work out even an approximately 
satisfactory solution of any one of the 
great modern problems 
of taxation. 
There mu>t be an amendment of the 
constitution in the matter of taxation 
or conditions and circumstances will 
force the courts to permit and justify 
still further and more radical -vasions 
of the old constitutional rule. 
It has 
been ably and seriously argued that 
the presenc- of a semi-colon in sec­ 
tion 2 of art icle X11 confines th*- uni 
form rule to intangible property. 
If 
the supreme court were to adopt such 
an interpretation the step would b- a 
departure from the rule of th»* fathers 
hut little more radical, if any. than 
some which have been sanctioned in 
the past. 
Reason and righteousness demand 
that when the rule embodied in the 
constitution has proven to be a iuls- 
ctiievous fallacy, it should be amended 
or abol’shed.
